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CHAPTER 282. 
AN ACT to authorize Theodore Buettner to con-

struct and maintain a darn across the Embarrass 
River, in the county of Shawano, for manufac-
turing and hydraulic purposes. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SEcTioN 1. Theodore Buettner is hereby au- Authorizing 

thorized to construct and maintain a dam across Buettner to 

the Embarrass river, on lands owned by said efansm.tructe. 

Theodore Buettner, in the county of Shawano, de- 
scribed as the northwest quarter of section num-
ber twenty-three, township number twenty-six, 
range number thirteen east, said dam to be used 
for manufacturing and hydraulic purposes, and 
for the purpose of facilitating the driving of logs 
and timber down said stream; provided, that said 
dam shall not interfere with the rights of any per-
son heretofore acquired. That the aforesaid Theo-
dore Buettner, his successors or assigns, shall build 
suitable slides in said dam for the running of logs, 
timber and lumber over the same, and shall keep 
the same in repair; provided, also, that the legis_ Legislegaturieitz 

lature reserves the right to alter, amend or repeal n a or re- 
peal • this act whenever in its judgment the public in- this act. 

terest shall so require. 
SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 

force from and after its passage and publication.
